Good health is tho 
greatest asset a person can have and 
it should be safeguarded." The re- 
port embodied various facts regard- 
ing disease prevention, as outlined 
by tho director of public health, and 
polnted-but: "The general thing to.

•An ounce of prevention is worth a 
a pound of cure.'" 

Kennedy also praised the military 
training that the school provided: 
"Besides the education received, 
there was the right amount of mili- 
tary training and recreation combin- 
ed with it. The military training 
was In charge of two very competent 
military officers, Major Morley and 
Lieutenant Carr."

We have 
tho story In the fifth chapter ot tho 
book of Daniel, how, at a groat feast 
of tho king and in the midst of their 
drunken revelry, a strange hand ap- 
peared and wrote upon the wall ot 
tho room In some unknown language 
something concerning the immediate 
future of the king and the kingdom 
ovor which he ruled. Wise men and 
interpreters were called to read the 
hand-writing, but none could make 
known tho Interpretation. Finally 



God weighs us. 

We have been successful In devis- 
ing some Instrumest with which we 
can measure the pull ot gravitation 
upon our physlclul bodies.

thousands of human lives annually, through accident 
that could be reduced to a minimum, if we would all 
practice the habit of "safety first" in our daily lives. 

During the past score of years there has been a 
rapidly mounting accidental death rate, due to the in- 
creasing number of motor cars on our streets and high- 
ways. It is fortunate that this great boon to human 
kind should, through carelessness, be the accidental cause 
of so much unnecessary pain and grief. The automobile 
itself cannot be blamed— it is the owners and drivers 
who must be held accountable. Adherence to the safety 
first movement would mean a tremendous reduction in 
the loss of life through automobile accidents. Common 
sense on the part of the driver would reduce this hazard. 
A man who takes unnecessary chances, such as trying to 
beat a train at the crossing, should have his license re- 
voked. If the owner would inspect his car with the 
care that a railroad engineer checks his locomotive, or an 
aviator checks his airplane, fewer people would be killed 
in automobile accidents. Poor lights, faulty brakes or 
stcaring gears, lack of safety devices such as tire chains, 
horn, etc., may all result in accidents, even with a care- 
ful driver, and the remedy for this is frequent inspec- 
tion and occasional repairs.

>> long, said to bo tho longest in 
the world, has Just been completed at 
tho Rouge Plant of tho Ford Motor 
Company at Dearborn, Michigan. On 
it parts' of Ford cars In the proeeii 
of manufacture aro transported from 
one building to another and completed 
parts aro carried direct to railroad 
cars for shipment to branch assembly 

plants. 

The conveyor, which carries its 
cargo on suspended hooks, has a dally 
capacity for 300,000 parts weighing 
over 2.000,000 pounds. It supplants 
freight cars and trucks which have 
been used for the transfer of many 
parts from one point to another in the 
Ford plant. 

This longest convoyor of them all is 
a development of tho Ford policy that 
nothing should be done by mnnual 
labor that could better bo done by 
machine.

He has forbidden his Governors, to 
pass Laws of immediate and Pressing 
importance, unless suspended in i their 
operation tin his Assent should be ob- 
tiincd. and when so suspended, he has 
utterly neglected to attend to them. 

He has refused to pass other Laws 
for the accommodation of large dis- 
tricts of pebDle. unless those people 
would relinquish the right of Repu- 
tation in the Legislature, a i right ines^ 
timable to them and formidable to ty- 
rants only. , , . ,-,:,„_ 
He has called together legislative 
bodies at places unusuil, uncom.ortable, 
and distant from the depository of their 
public Records, for the "lc Purpose of 
fatiguing them into compliance with 
his measures. 

He has dissolved Representative 
Houses repeatedly, for opposing with 
manly firmness 'his invasions on the 
rights of the people. ■ 

He has refused for a long time, after 
such dissolutions, to cause others to be 
ekcted; whereby the Legislative pow- 
ers incapable of Annihilation, have re- 
turned tS the People at large for their 
exercise; the State remaining in the 
meantime exposed to all the dangers 
of invasion from without, and convul- 
sions within. 

He has endeavored to prevent the 
population of these States; for that 
purpose obstructing the Laws for Nat- 
uralization of Foreigners; refusing to 
pass others to encourage their migra- 
tion hither, and raising the conditions 
of rir.v Appropriations of Lands. 

He lias obstructed the Administra- 
tion of Justice, by refusing his Assent 
to Laws for establishing Judiciary 

powers. 

He has made Judges dependent on 
his Will alone, for the tenure of their 
offices, and the amount and payment 
of *V , «" salaries. 

He has erected a multitude of New 
Offices, and sent hither swarms of Offi- 
cers to harass- our people, and cat out 
ihcir substance. 

He has kept among us. In times of 
peace. Standing Armies, without the 
Consent of our legislature. , 
He has affected to render the Mili- 



tary independent of and superior to the 
Civil power. . 

He has combined with others to sub- 
ject us to a jurisdiction foreign to our 
constitution and unacknowledged by 
our laws; giving his Assent to their 
Acts of pretended Legislation; For 
quartering large bodies of armed troops 
among us; For protecting them by a 
mock Trial from punishment for any 
Murders which they should commit on 
the Inhabitants of these States; For 
cutting off our Trade with all parts of 
the world; For imposing Taxes on us 
without our Consent; For depriving us 
In many cases of the benefits of Trial 
by Jury; For transporting us beyond 
Seas to be tried for pretended offences; 
For abolishing the free System of 
English Laws in a neighboring Prov- 
ince, establishing therein an Arbitrary 
government, and enlarging its Boun- 
daries so as to render it at once an 
example and fit instrument for intro- 
ducing the same absolute rule into 
these Colonics; For taking away our 
Charters, abolishing our most valuable 
Laws and altering fundamentally the 
Forms of our Governments; For sus- 
pending our own Legislatures, and de- 
claring themselves invested with power 
to legislate for us in all cases whatso- 
ever. 

He has abdicated Government here 
by declaring us out of his Protection 
and waging War against us. 

He has plundered our seas, ravaged 
our Coasts, burnt our towns, and de- 
stroyed the lives of our people. 

He is at this time transporting largo 
Armies of foreign Mercenaries to com- 
plete works of death, desolation and 
tyranny, already begun with circum- 
stances of Cruelty & perfidy scarcely 
paralleled in the most barbarous ages, 
end totally unworthy the Head of a 
civilized nation. 

He has constrained our fellow Citi- 
zens taken Captive on the high Seas to 
bear Arms against their Country, to 
become the executioners of their friends , 
and Brethren, or to fall themselves by 
their Hands. 

Ho has excited domestic insurrec- 
tions amongst us, and has endeavoured 
to bring on the inhabitants of our 
frontiers, the merciless Indian Savagc3, 
whose known rule of warfare is an un- 
distinguished destruction of all ages, 
sexes and conditions. In every stage 
of these Oppressions We have Peti- 
tioned for Redress in the most humble 
terms. Our repeated Petitions have 
been answered by repeated injury. A 
Prince, whose character is thus marked 
by every act which may define a Ty- 
rant, is unfit to be the ruler of a freo 
people. Nor have We been wanting in 
attentions to our British brethren. We 
have" warned them from time to time 
of attempts by their legislature to ex- 
tend an unwarrantable jurisdiction over 
us. We have reminded them of the cir- 
cumstances of our emigration and set- 
tlement here. We have appealed to 
their native justice and magnanimity, 
and we have conjured them by the ties 
of our common kindred to disavow 
these usurpations, which would inevit- 
ably interrupt our connections and cor- 
respondence. They have been deaf to 
the voice of justice and of consangum-

We must, therefore, acquiesce in 
the necessity, which denounces our 
Separation, and hold them, as we hold 
the rest of mankind, Enemies in War, 
in Peace Friends. 

We, Therefore, the Representatives 
of the United States of America, in 
General Congress. Assembled, appeal- 
ing to the Supreme Judge of the world 
for the rectitude of our intentions, do, 
in the Name, and by authority of the 
good People of these Colonies, sol- 
emnly publish and declare, That theso 
United Colonies are, and of Right 
ought to be free and independent 
States: that they are Absolved from 
all Allegiance to the British Crown, 
and that all political connection be- 
tween them and the State of Great 
Britain is and ought to be totally dis- 
solved; and that as free and independ- 
ent States, they have full Power to 
levy War, conclude Peace, contract 
Alliances, establish Commerce, and to 
do all other Acts and Things which 
independent States may of right do. 
And for the support of this Declara- 
tion, with a firm reliance on the pro- 
tection of Divine Providence, we mu- 
tually pledge to each other our Lives, 
our Fortunes, and our sacred Honor,

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Who Was Robin Hood? 

TIIR character of Uobln I loud may 
., .'lie Bald to live only ns a sort ot 
Htcrnry myHtcry, for tlio romantic 
career of this knight errant la known 
to us almoHt entirely through tlio 
many nrwl varied stories thnt have 
been told of him hy the romancer and' 
the poet and there twit been n great 
diversity of opinion regarding tills 
outlaw hero. Some writers accord him 
historical origin, others maintain that 
he was nothing more than n mytho- 
logical character, while still others 
regard him ns n creature of the pop- 

" ulnr Imagination. 

It Is a well known fact thnt many 
of the most populnr ballads concern* 
lug Hohln Hood nre nothing more than 

"ytrndltlon, such as those of the "Ilynd 
Horn" and others that were simply 
nhrldgments of jolder metrical ro- 
mances, too long to bo Intoned or re« 
cited at a single sitting and thereforo 
shortened by the minstrels and fitted 
to tunes, of which there are some still 
In existence. Prof. F. W. Child. In the 
Introduction to one of the volumes of 
his ••English and Scottish Ballads," 
says on this subject: "My hypothesis Is 
that the series of ballads associated 
with the name of Uobln Hood nro 
based partly on an earlier English 
romance nnd partly on, historical 
reminiscences of the hero of that ro- 
mance." 

The first reference to Uobln Hood In 
English literature Is the second ver- 
sion of "Piers the Plowman'' which, 
according to Professor Skenn, could 
not have been written earlier than 
1387, Here the reference runs: . 

I Ken noght pnrflty my pater-noater 

Ah the procat It alngcth. 
But I ken rymea of Itoliln Hood 

And Itudolf. Earl of Cheater. 

The common belief concerning 
^.iltobln Hood Is that he was the captain 
i^Vif n hand of rubbers or outlaws who 
inhnbltod the forest of Sherwood. In 
Nottinghamshire. Even . though they 
delighted In robbing bishops und other - 
wealthy ecclesiastics, they are re- 
ported to have been religiously dis- 
posed and to have retained In their 
hand a domestic chaplain. Friar Tuck, 
whom Scott Immortalized In "Ivan- 

hoe." 

Other noted members of the bnnrt 
were— supposedly, at least— Little 
John, William Scarlet. neorge-a-fJreen 
nnd Much, the miller's son. Uobln 
himself Is supposed to have been born 
nt Locksley In the county of Netting' 
ham, about 1100, and the date ns as- 
signed for the death of the populnr 
hero Is 1247— eighty-seven years Inter, 
which would Indicate that the outdoor 
life of the band was conducive to 
longevity. The site of Uobln Hood's 
grave, well marked But disputed by 
historians, Is on the extreme edge of 

JKIrkless park, not far from Hudders- 
fleld. 
• ' The presence of the grave, with the 
stone hearing Its Inscription, would 
make it nppenr that there Is his- 
torical foundation for the story of 
Uobln Hood's life, but many writers 
nre rather inclined to the opinion that 
the nnme, though not of fictitious 
origin, was applied to n number of 
persons whose exploits were told and 
retold In England many centuries 
Inter. Hut. by some writers of a later 
nge. It hns been maintained that the 
prince of robbers was none other than 
the earl of Huntingdon, who. through 
misfortune or the mismanagement of 
his estate, had been compelled to 
adopt a predatory life.

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'of Uobyn Hood." wns Issued 
nbout 1403 nnd forms the most rellu- 
' hie "history of the life und deeds of 
tills forest hero. One of these bal- 
lads mentions that Edward II, having 
arrived at. Nottingham, resolved forth- 
with on the extermination of Uobln 
nnd his band. It Is n singular coin- 
^ cldeneo that, In 'the household ex- 
penses of the same monarch, appears 
the name of "Uobyn I lode," who ap- 
pears to have been a porter of tlio 
. , chamber nt the time that the hero, ac- 
cording to legend, resided nt court. 

It has been maintained, however, by 
many distinguished nntlqunrlans. that 
Uobln Hood Is nothing more than a 
poetical myth, •'one amongst the per- 
sonages or the early mythology or the 
Teutonic people. It has been sug- 
• gested that the very name or Uobln 
_^JJood Is nothing more than a corrup- 
^Ttlon'o'f "Uobln of the .Wood" and that 
the character Is only to bo regarded as 
the embodiment of the spirit of unre- 
strained • freedom nnd sylvan sport, 
due to the almost total absence of any 
' direct historical evidence concerning 

him.

ITH tho opening of the sum- 
travel season the paths 
ra voters In Europe lead 
again to Venice, which, with 
Its unique streets of water, seems to 
exercise n lure more potent than cities 
wholly of the land. 

Tho traveler should not expect too 
much of Venice. It Is hardly fair. No 
great city can exist on narrow canals 
and be entirely a thing of.boauty. Ono 
necessarily has had dreams of Venice 
and goes there with marked precon- 
ceptions. This followtf rensonnbly 
enough, for so much hns been written 
nbout this city of the sea, and of 
course the rosy, romantic aspect has 
been presented. If one does not set 
his mark Inordinately high Venice will 
charm him. Novelty will "pinch hit" 
whenever beauty strikes out. 

By all means the visitor should nr- 
rango to nrrlvo in Venice by night. 
Under soft moonlight or under tho 
rays of the dim nnd Infrequent •'street 
Inmps." Venice puts her very best foot 
forward nnd strives to mnke tho most 
extrnvngant dreams come. true. Tho 
deep shndows under Its bridges nnd 
the pnlace arches, the mysterious nnr- 
row black cannl entrances, the pic- 
turesque leaning posts, the gentfe lap- 
ping of tho waves ngnlnst the walls 
and steps, tho swish of the paddles, 
the half brusque, half songlike cnlls 
of the gondoliers ns they nppronch 
blind corners, pcrhnps the musical 
song of. a gondolier In the- distance — 
all combine to give ono nn entrancing 
entrance into tho City of Cnnnls, Ho 
leans bnck on his cushions during the 
long boat ride to tho hotel— for of 
course traveler nnd luggngo must go 
by boat— quite contented with life. 
This Is Venice, and it is quite as it 
should be. 

What the Day Reveals. 
A night arrival Is a ruse but a suc- 
cessful one. It Is ns though one should 
contrive to meet a once beautiful lady, 
no longer young, nt nn evening garden 
party. Her wrinkles become soft lines. 
When they face you fn the pitiless 
light of the morrow they will have a 
cerlrtln suggestion of familiarity nnd 
memory will make them less harsh. 

The first day In Venice discloses 
Indubitable signs of ugliness ns well 
ns of beauty. Picturesque gondolas 
pass on tho Grand canal. So do tho 
unplcturesquo Venetian "street cars" 
^squat steamboats, little, but nil too 
largo beside the gondolns— their 
sawed-ofT stacks belching dirty blnclc 
Bmoke. They raise choppy wnves, ns 
do the swifter little motorbonts. The 
gondoliers glare at them and tho trav- 
eler Joins them In spirit In the choice 
Itnllnn curses thnt they must be utter- 
ing under their breath. 

More gondolns pass— and the trash 
boats of the municipality. In the wa- 
ters thnt seemed so fair last night 
floats every concelvnble sort of rub- 
bish. Yonder Is tho beautiful' facade 
of a fine old palace, and beside it a 
building -from which the stucco hns 
fallen In grent patches disclosing ugly 
bricks beneath. Perhaps the stones nre 
falling away, too, at tho woterllne, 
letting the waves reach In for nn in- 
evitably greater destruction^ Green 
slime covers tho steps nnd "the tilted 
wooden posts ure rotting. Time Is 
not the only desecrater of Venetlnn 
walls. Tho hand of tho advertiser has 
been busy. too. And some of the walls 
that Dnndolo loved and that scores of 
poets have sung about now inform the 
occupants of gondolas and "street 
enrs" of products that can bo pur- 
chased to their supposed advantage. 

But thanks to a night arrival/ these 
things do not worry tho visitor over 
much. He turns rather to the domes 
of Santa Maria della Salute with a 
tanglo of musts ngalnst the sky; to 
the nrch of the history-encrusted old 
Ponto Uialto; to tho incomparable 
spires nnd domes of tho Cathedral of 
San Marco. 

Ooo Ilnds that there is a surprising 
amount of dry lnnd life in Venice. A 
vorltablo maze of alleys and calll (lit-, 
tlo streets) and fondamentl* (canal 
side-walks) exist. Tho best one can 
hope tb do in n short stay is to gain 
a superficial acquaintance with tho 
main way between San Marco und tho 

Rlnlto. 

Piazza San Marco. 
• The ways, whether narrow alloys or 
somowlint wider cnllcs, have no side- 
walks, of couieo. Tho en tiro space, 
such as It Ib, Is, for pedestrians. At 
intervals tho narrow ways open up 
Into "campl" as the little squares are 



called. Tho nnme, "Plnzza," hns been 
reserved for tho great square of San 
Marco facing tho cathedral— the ulti- 
mate In dry spaciousness In Venice. 
If one has only a picture knowledge 
of Venice,, ns all the world has not 
been there hns, the Piazza San Marco 
will prove a surprise. The little open 
space thnt holds tho famous statue 
of tho Lion of Snn Marco Is not the 
real piazza but only the anteroom, the 
plnzetta. Well behind tho Hon col- 
umn, nround the Campanile lies a 
Square greater than many n city with 
an unlimited supply of terra flrma 
can bonst No wheeled or four-footed 
traffic uses this great square. It Is 
given over entirely to humnns nnd 
pigeons. Thousands of tho Intter mnke 
the Piazza Snn Marco their home, nnd 
there Is seldom a time during tho day 
when one enn cross tho square without' 
carefully picking his wny to qvold 
Btepplng on them. 

When night falls again nnd cloaks 
the Inevitable tawdry spots of an 
old city built on piles, one forgets his 
criticisms of tho day. Out on tho la- 
goon nt the mouth of the Grand cnnnl, 
In a bont lighted by gaily colored lan- 
terns, a company of musicians nnd 
singers begins a serennde. The gon- 
dolns of tourists Join the throng of 
Blender black forms bobbing grace- 
fully up nnd down, each with a silent, 
Btutuesquo figure stnndlng nt Its stern. 
Soft music and the gentle swish of 
wavelets nil the air. The lights of tho 
Lidos gleam In the distance while near- 
er nt hand black masts nnd spires 
stand out ngalnst the. sky, the soaring 
shaft of the Campanile topping them 
nil. , 

The Three Lidos. 
Venice's playground Is the Lidos, the 
chain of low Band Islnnds ncross tho 
lagoon, which have ever guarded the 
city from tho Adriatic. Without these 
Isles and the tide they control, Venice, 
or at least the Venice thnt Is so well 
known, would never have been born. 
On the Lidos were tho original set- 
tlements thnt led to the establishment 
of tho city of Venice on the Islnnds 
of the lagoons. When Attlln and his 
Hun hordes swept down on Europe In 
452 A. D. many of the Inhabitants of 
tho regions farther inland took ref- 
uge on tho Lidos. From 742 to 809 the 
sent of government of the region wns 
at Malaraocco, a few miles south of 
tho present Lido bathing resort on 
tho snmo Island. The encronchments 
of tho waves during tho spring nnd 
autumn storms, nnd tho vulnerability 
to attacks from enemy navies, led, In 
809, to n general exodus to the Islands 
on which the present city Is built. 

The Lidos today consist of thrco prln- 
cipnl long Bnndy Islnnds, divided by 
nurrow water channels, nnd scnrcely 
fnr enough above the water to bo dis- 
tinguished from clouds when seen 
from a distance. The Litoralc, or 
beach, of Malamocco Is the lnrgest 
nnd most important,, ns it contains 
both the famous bathing resort nnd 
the smull village of Malamocco. The 
Lltorale of Pellestrinn is a strungvgut 
village of fishermen nnd gardeners. 
Along It uro portions of the grent sea- 
wall, for, although tho Adriatic pro- 
tected its daughter from the guns of 
the heavy-draught vessels of the Mid- 
dle ages, It exacted constnnt homage 
in atone walls and brenkwaters. The 
Lltoralo of St. Erasmo, north of the 
Lido, Is shorter nnd less important. 
Fine Bathing Resort 
At ono time there were five ports on 
tho chnnnels between the Islands, but 
that at St. Erasmo was closed to in- 
crease the volume of water at the 
Lido port nearby. 

Tho amount of tldewntcr that ca- 
tered tho ingooqs through the port 
chnnnels bears upon tho welfare of 
tho city. If it had ever been more 
than normal, largo vessels could have 
sailed up to tho Grand canal (as they 
do today, duo to dredging, however) 
nnd Venice would havo needed heavy 
fortifications In plnce of airy palaces. 
If It had been any less, the city would 
havo been malarial and unhealthy. 
Malamocco Is the main approach 
today for vessels of heavy draft. Tho 
other ports, Tro Port!, and Chloggln, 
together are not as Important as the 
Lido. 

Tho Lido, however, owes its chief 
renown to the fine bathing beuch fac- 
ing the Ben^Aldng its windswept Bands 
Byron. nnd Shelley raced their horses 
before tho vogue of Bea bathing. Here • 
artists sot up their easels to catch
